Secondly, the adamant “won’t 
touch” policy toward the German 
version of the Olympics, Leni Rief- 
enstahl’s own brain-child. And lat- 
terly, its stand toward the Frau- 
lein herself, who, inspite of our 
unprecedented warm weather, is 
finding the ciimate extremely cold 
. in fact ... snub-zero! 

On discovering studio gates 
barred, she denies having sought 
admittance ...is surprised at the 
antagonism she has aroused... 
reiterates she has no “orders” to 
carry out... disavows ever hav- 
ing held an official film position in 
Germany. (Her monopoly of the 
1,500,000 feet of Olympics’ film and 
her complete jurisdiction over all 
other nations’ newsreels must have 
been just “playing house.’’) 

“Now,” the Hollywood Anti-Nazi 
League publication, relates Leni’s 
rise from carbaret dancer to star 
and movie producer. The man who 
discovered her is today in a con- 
centration camp. The man who 


| directed her to stardom is an exile 


whose property has been confisca- 
ted. Little wonder then that Mov- 
ietown didn’t throw wide its doors 
with shouts of joy. 
Defenders of Democracy 

The Hollywood Anti-Nazi League 
takes the front rank in the strug- 
gle against Fascism... it was the 
first to act, first to warn against 
Nazi agents. This organization, 
composed of Jews and Gentiles, 
doctors and lawyers, writers and 
business men, actors and directors, 
is a worthy cross-section of Holly- 
wood and environs. Donald Ogden 
Stewart, Rupert Hughes, John 
Cromweil, Frederick March, Flor- 
ence Eldridge, Luise Rainer, Glor- 
ia Stuart, Paul Muni, Dorothy 
Parker, Gale Sondergaard, Sylvia 
Sidney, Melvyn Douglas are but a 
few of its prominent sponsors. 
Strange ... it occurs to me...

Goes Ahead With 
Huge Colony Plan

PARIS.—Plans for settlement of 
at least 600,000 Jewish families in 
one territory, financed on a busi- 
ness basis by an international loan 
secured by a “Jewish National 
Treasury,” were outlined at a press 
conference by Daniel Wolf, Nether- 
lands Jewish banker and philan- 
thropist who founded the Interna- 
tional Jewish Colonization Society. 
For Wolf, who came here from 
London *v continue discussions on 
the financing of his plan, this was 
the first discussion of the scheme 
at a press conference. 


The Society, he said, aims to find 
one large territory able to absorb 
from 600,000 to 1,000,000 Jewish 
families, first from Germany, but 
later from Poland and Rumania. 
Admitting the difficulty of finding 
such a territory for compact set- 
tlement, he disclosed that negoti- 
ations had been started with two 
governments for such land. His 
plan for a single territory, Wolf 
declared, are contrary to those of 
George Rublee, whose plans envi- 
sion dispersion of the Jews into 
different territories. This, the 
banker said, represented the prin- 
cipal differences between him and 
Rublee. 


Wait expressed readiness to co- 
ordinate the Society’s work with 
that of leading Jewish relief or- 
ganizations, but said that under no 
circumstances would he permit the 
Soceity to be swallowed by them.

Books Unfavorable 
To Jews Withdrawn

NEW YORK.—Simon & Schus- 
ter and Jerome Weidman, author 
of “I Can Get It For You Whole- 
sale” and “What’s In It For Me?” 
declared in a joint statement that 
these two books were being vol- 
untarily withdrawn from _ publica- 
tion to prevent their misuse. Weid- 
man’s novels present the character 
of a Jew as a “chiseler’” in the gar- 
ment industry. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Although Jerome Weidman’s 
novels were obviously neither writ- 
ten nor published as an attack on 
a minority, we recognize that re- 
cent circumstances may result in 
the misuse or misinterpretation of 
material that was originally written 
or published innocent of malice. 
Rather than face the possibility of 
a single person suffering as a re- 
sult of distortion or over-emphasis 
or misinterpretation of these books, 
we have decided not to reprint 
them at this time. This action is 
entirely voluntary on the part of 
both the author and the publishers 
and is not the result of any pres- 
sure on the part of any group or in- 
dividual.

Great Britain Rebuffs Dr. Schacht 
In Proposal To Ransom German Jews

LONDON.—Nazi efforts to cash 
in on the world-wide sympathy for 


the German Jews by a scheme fore: | 


ing nations to ransom them through 
cash payments for increased im- 
ports from Germany are apparent- 
ly doomed to fail. Reaction in the 
financial center, after Reichsbank 
President Hjalmar Schacht had 
left for Berlin, having submitted 
the Nazi plan to heads of the In- 
tergovernmental Refugee Commit- 
tee, was extremely hostile. Even 
the strong pro-Schacht group was 
reported to be unwilling to make 
such concessions. 

There was no doubt in financial 
circles that the British Government 
would reject the plan, which was 
described as putting a premium 
upon violence and persecution. Con- 
servative Parliamentarians were 
likewise hostile to the idea of sur- 
rendering further markets to the 
Reich.

It is understood authoritatively 
that the Schacht plan is not new, 
but was drawn up two years ago. 


The proposal that 30 per cent of 
the cash realized from Germany’s 
increased exports would be allo- 
cated to financing emigration was 
described as unusually high for a 
Nazi concession, but it was point- 
ed out that it was proposed with 
a view to making the scheme more 
palatable and the Nazis, if serious 
negotiations ensued, would seek to 
scale down the ratio. 

Montagu Norman, Governor of 
the Bank of England, has been 
flooded wtih letters from political 
leaders: of all parties expressing 
horror and resentment at the 
Schacht proposals, the Express re- 
ported amid general press condem- 
nation of the plan. Reynolds News

Jewish Excesses 
Hurt Nazi Trade

LONDON.—Germany’s November 
trade figures show the cost of an- 
ti-Jewish excesses. Exports from 
“Great Germany” declined to 453,- 
100,000 marks, a drop of almost 8 
per cent, compared to the previous 
month and almost 80,000,000 marks 
below the exports of the Old Reich 
territory alone in November of last 
year. The decline contrasted 
sharply with improvements shown 
by Britain, France and many oth- 
er countries. German business cir- 
cles frankly attribute the decline 
to the anti-Jewish excesses of Nov. 
10 and also those in Austria fol- 
lowing Anschluss. 


Predicting that Great Britain’s 
sympathy for the German Jews 
would redound to its greater eco- 
nomic prosperity, Sir Frederick 
Marquis revealed in Liverpool his 
chain of department stores had 
placed $20,000,000 worth of trade 
in countries other than Germany 
as a result of the anti-Jewish per- 
secution. “And we have encour- 
aged manufacturers to start enter- 
prises in this country because of 
that decision,” the store magnate 
declared.

Five territories are now 
under consideration by the society, 
Wolf said. Two commissions have 
already been sent out and three 
more will be dispatched before 
Christmas ,and one before New 
Year’s. 





Britain To Admit 


Jews Holding Visas 
ToU.S. 2 Years Off

RIS.—The British Home Of- 


fice and Jewish relief organizations 
have concluded an arrangement 
for temporary asylum in Britain 
for thousands of German Jews on 
the list to receive United States 
immigration visas, according to re- 
liable information reaching Paris. 
They will be rescued from Reich 
concentration camps immediately 
and will be permitted to stay in 
England until their opportunity to 
emigrate to America comes up in 
the consecutive-number listing. 

There are at present 25,000 Jews 
in Old Germany and 15,000 in for- 
mer Austria still imprisoned in 
concentration camps who will be 
released only if they sign pledges 
to leave the Reich shortly, These 
constitute one-third of all the able- 
bodied Jews in Germany. Many of 
them are holders of numbers for 
United States visas which are is- 
sued only for the 1939 and 1940 
immigration quotas since the pres- 
ent quotas are long since exhaust- 
ed. 

In order to alleviate the plight 
of these and other prospective em. 
igrants overseas, the Home Office 
has agreed to admit them to Eng- 
land immediately as transmigrants 
awaiting visas providing that some- 
body in England guarantees that 
they will not become a public bur- 
den and will proceed to their des- 
tinations when they obtain their 
visas. Each guarantor is to fill out 
a special application similar to 
the guarantee affidavit of an Amer- 
ican for a prospective immigrant 
and submit it to the Home Office 
through the German Jewish Com- 
mittee in London, which operates 
under the British Council for Ger- 
man Jewry. The Home Office will 
decide each case within’ three 
months. 

It is estimated that this arrange- 
ment, which is supported by all 
British consulates in the Reich, 
may enable the finding of tempo- 
rary asylum for at least 50,000 
prospective emigrants overseas 
since it is understood that the 
Home Office is willing to admit 
even persons whose visas are due 
as long as 18 months from now. 
Additional transmigrants whom the 
Home Office is also willing to ad- 
mit are Jews over 60 years of age 
able to prove they will not become 
public burdens and youths to be 
trained for new occupations, pro- 
vided that their eventual emigra- 
tion is guaranteed by Jewish or- 
ganizations in England.

When I Was President 


Isidore Feibleman Tells Experiences As 
B'nai B'rith Head In New Feature 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This week The 
Jewish Post begins a new feature, 
which week by week will bring the 
personal reminiscences of presidents 
of the city’s more prominent Jewish 
organizations. Isidore Feibleman re- 
counts the incidents during his term 
as president of the Esther Lodge of 
B’nai B’rith, a forerunner of Indi- 
anapolis Lodge. 


S I recall it was in 1897, one 

of the years when the Dis- 
trict Grand Lodge met in Indian- 
apolis, that I was president of the 
B’nai B’rith here. Indianapolis at 
that time had two lodges, Esther 
Lodge and Abraham Lodge, which 
later united as Indianapolis Lodge. 
I was president of the Esther 
Lodge. 

In those days B’nai B’rith was 
doing removal work, trying to dis- 
tribute Russian and Polish immi- 
grants out of New York, just as 
now an effort is being made 
through the National Co-ordinating 
Committee, with which the State 
B’nai B’rith is co-operating to dis- 
tribute German and Austrian ref- 
ugees. 


Indianapolis, then, as now, stood 
at the front in leadership. Some of 
the leaders of those days, who since 
have passed away, were Louis New- 
burger, past district president; Sol 
S. Kiser, past district president 
who later became president of the 
Jewish Orphans’ Home in Cleve- 
land, and two other men who also 
served as presidents of the Dis- 
trict Grand Lodge, Herman Bam- 
berger and Isaac N. Heims. Mr. 
Kaiser was from Esther Lodge; 
the others were members of Abra- 
ham Lodge. 

Also active in this removal work 
were Joseph Borinstein, father of 
Louis Borinstein, and .Elias L. Se- 
gar, father of Dr. Louis H. Segar. 

The outstanding accomplish- 
ments of the B’nai B’rith at the 
time I served as president of Es- 
ther Lodge were the holding of 
the District Grand Lodge conven- 
tion and the immigrant removal 


work. Quite a number of immi- 
grants were settled in this city as 
a result of this work. 

The banquet of the Grand Lodge 
was held at the Denison Hotel, at 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, then one 
of the city’s leading hostelries. Mr. 
Newburger was toastmaster at this 
banquet and I presided at the 
opening social meeting, which was 
held at Brenneke’s Hall, then at 
Illinois and North Sts. 

I surmise that Esther Lodge had 
a membership of 100, and Abraham 
Lodge about fifty members. The 
population of Indianapolis at that 
time was 169,164. 

Today there are 670 B’nai B’rith 
members here, and our member- 


ship drive is likely to raise this 
number to 800. 

B’nai B'rith work in that day 
was centered more around the 


philanthropic and charitable lines. 
There were also insurance features 


for members. The insurance pro- 
gram long since has been abol- 
ished. 

The aim of the order is now

Activities in recent years have cen- 
tered more along lines of youth 
training through Hillel Foundations 
for college students and the A. Z.

Abandoned Jews 
Suffer From Cold 
Wave; Children Il 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
BERLIN.—The death rate in con- 
centration camps is climbing stead- 
ily because of the prolonged cold 
wave, which is inflicting extraor- 
dinary suffering on the inadequate- 
ly clothed prisoners. Hundreds of 
Jews released in the past few days 
are returning to their homes with 
fingers and toes frozen, in some 
cases necessitating amputation. 


WARSAW.--The week-long cold 
spell is inflicting intense suffering 
on the 5,000 Jewish deportees from 
German who are still interned at 
the frontier town of Zbonszyn. Al- 
though small stoves have been in- 
stalled in the big military stable 
and flour mill occupied by the ref- 
ugees, it has proved impossible to 
keep the places warm. A majority 
of the 1,000 who are sheltered in 
private houses are suffering equal- 
ly from the cold since they are 
compelled to live in lofts and ver- 
andahs.

Chanukah In Church

SYRACUSE, N. Y.—Chanukah, 
commemorating the rededication 
of the Temple in Jerusalem, was 
celebrated here in a church. A 
crowded May Memorial Church 
played host to Rabbi Benjamin 
Friedman, his Syracuse Temple 
Society of Concord and choir for 
full ceremonies, including lighting 
of candles and Hebrew singing 
by the Jewish children. 

The minister, the Rev. Dr. W. 
Waldemar Argew, condemned 
persecution, saying “we are all 
the children of God,” and con- 
cluded the service with the He- 
brew blessing, “Yevorechecho.” 
Rabbi Friedman, in his sermon, 
emphasized that the Hasmonae- 
ans had defeated the growth of 
paganism and preserved Juda- 
ism, the mother religion of Chris- 
tianity.

Nazis Resent New 


Anti-Jewish Wave

NEW YORK.—New York Times 
correspondent Harold Callender, 
in the first of a series of dispatch- 
es from Paris, reported after a 
three-week tour of Germany that 
all over the Reich and even in the 
Nazi ranks there were’ many who 
were shamed by the anti-Jewish 
excesses and who bitterly resent- 
ed the official assertion that the 
onslaught was a spontaneous act of 
the German nation. 

The dispatch listed various the- 
ories advanced in Germany as pur- 
poses of the reintensified anti-Jew- 
ish policy: (1) to strip the Jews of 
their possessions, (2) to intimidate 
opponents of the Nazis at home by 
a show of ruthlessness, (3) to-in- 
timidate Jews abroad accused of 
working against the Nazi regime, 
and (4) to supply a sympathetic 
bond between Germany and East- 
ern Europe.

The article, 
which I reported and wrote, went 
on to tell how Dr. Jacob Katz, one 
of the men who heard his own kad- 
dish recited, rose to the platform 
immediately following the incident, 
and everyone at the meeting had 
a good laugh.

Although their ed- 
itor had been in the same room 
and heard the entire incident, and 
had not considered it newsworthy 
then, The Indiana Jewish Chron- 
icle three weeks later used the 
item as it appeared in Biron’s col- 
umn. Not enough insult you say. 
Well then listen to this. The Pitts- 
burgh, American Jewish Outlook’s 
ecolumnist,..Dr. Isaacs, got around 
-tomsingthe story. It appeared on 
“fase Ore /And still in plagiarized 
form:- From- there, The Jewish 
Telezraph Agency columnist, “Paul 
A. Peters, picked up the story, 
gave Dr. Asher credit, and again 
thirty or forty papers reprinted it 
using Dr. Isaac’s name as author. 
Since this paper buys the J. T. A. 
service and prints each week, Pe- 
ters’ column, “Between You and 
Me”, I timidly suggested by mail 
to the J. T. A. that they might rec- 
tify their error and give my papers 
credit for the story I had written 
with my own lily-white hands. But 
no, to publicly admit error was 
more than Mr. Peters’ character 
could encompass, despite the fact 
that I sent him the papers show- 
ing how we carried the story weeks 
before anyone else and how his 
competitor Biron had reprinted it 
two week’s before him.

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Postal, The B’nai B’rith Have a Job Before Them 


Not through deliberate thinking, but as a 
result of force of events, the B’nai B'rith 
Lodge is changing its attitude towards the An- 
glo-Jewish press of the United States. 

Indicative of this is the appointment of a 
trained newspaperman, Bernard Postal, to the 
position of publicity director for the Order. That 
the Lodge should deem it wise to create the 
special office of publicity agent, is in itself evi- 
dence of the general feeling among the breth- 
ren that the B’nai B’rith must and should adopt 
a changed attitude not only towards its own 
members but also towards the general Jewish 
public as well. 

What with the A.Z.A., the Hillel Founda- 
tions, and more especially the Anti-Defamation 
League outgrowing their limitations as strictly 
B’nai B’rith functions, and assuming growing 
importance as instruments of American Jewry 
as a whole, it became a practical necessity thata 
liason officer be appointed to relate and ac- 
quaint and keep advised the Jews of the United 
States of the progress and work of these groups 
as well as the Lodge as a whole. 

Naturally the appointment of Bernard Postal, 
the one man than whom no one else in the en- 
tire nation is better equipped to take over the 
job, has been well received everywhere. But his 
task has its more difficult aspects. Will the 
Anti-Defamation League finally admit that it has 
a duty towards the Jews of the United States 
in keeping them informed as to the more gen- 
eral work in counteracting anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda? Will the Anti-Defamation League insti- 
tute sending a confidential news letter to anglo- 
Jewish editors advising them of its activities 
on certain specific problems? Will it, in fact, 
accept into its confidence the leaders of Amer- 
ican Jewry so that individuals—and the Anti- 
Defamation League knows this minute that there 
are literally thousands of them—who worried 


into frustration by the seeming indifference of 
the League and other safeguarding organizations, 
take the situation into their own hand and act 
as their bewildered mind suggests often to the 
harm of their Jewish brethren, may be calmed 
into caution. 

Anyone cognizant with the national situation 
knows that Gutstadt and Livingston probably 
haven’t slept for weeks in fighting the present 
serious anti-Semitic situations in the United 
States. Yet printed below is an editorial from 
The Jewish Ledger, whose own publisher is one 
of the more prominent B’nai B’rith leaders in 
New England, asking that all anti-defamation or- 
ganizations be united under a single clearing 
house. Where, this paper asks, is there another 
organization that can even be talked about in 
the same breath with the Anti-Defamation 
League? Yet this leading Ben Brith, principally 
because the League believes that while G-d 
spoke to Moses, 1t must speak to no one, wants 
more effective work to be done by anyone, just 
so the work is done. Definitely it must be ad- 
mitted that the League is harming itself by not 
even allowing as much as a single fact about 
itself to be published, whether it is just the 
mere mention that it is doing all in human power 
to counteract Father Coughlin, or whether its 
third assistant stenographer is away on a two 
weeks’ vacation. 

Postal, almost single-handedly, brought the 
Seven Arts Feature Service from an insignificant 
competitor to the actual peer of any other Jew- 
ish news service in the United States in the 
short space of a decade. Now he is confronted 
with a more difficult and more important task. 
Will he see the necessity of blasting away the 
taciturnity about the more important functions of 
B’nai B’rith, or will he be content to hand out 
by the hundreds news releases like the Zionist 
and J.D.C. publicity agents and news-hiders.

emigration of Jews from Germany will be facili- 


tated in exchange for mass purchase of German 
goods. While this amounts to nothing short of 
another huge German blackmail scheme, it should 
not be lightly tossed aside, and at the very least 
deserves serious consideration. 

It is impossible to say a vigorous “no” to a 
plan which will be the means of saving the lives 
and some part of the wealth of the unfortunate 
Jews of Germany. We here in America have 
been prosecuting a boycott aimed at economi- 
cally segregating the German Government and 
designed to call to the attention of the German 
people in the most dramatic fashion possible 
that their government is violating all codes of 
ethics, and is in disfavor with the rest of the 
world. To abandon the boycott would repre- 
sent to us the forsaking of a principle, the aban- 
doning of a fight, the breach of our honor. But 
what do th®se things—principle, honor, mean at 
a time when lives are at stake? 

The first impulse of a distracted mother and 
father when their child is kidnapped is to raise 
and pay the ransom. Police authorities have 
acknowledged the primary parental impulse, and 
have always permitted the parents to carry on 
their individual contacts wtih the kidnappers 
unhampered. It is bad business, this dealing 
with the enemy. It is distasteful, but the times 
and the conditions are such as to necessitate our 
taking every step which will help people in need. 

We are not proclaiming a policy. We are 
merely expressing the thoughts which of neces- 
sity must come to the mind of every human be- 
ing in this connection. As yet no arrangement 
has been made; no responsible Jewish agency 
has approved any such step. We merely call at- 
tention to the fact that the possibility of such 
action confronts us, and we should be prepared 
to make sacrifices if these are considered neces- 
sary. Until such time—don’t buy German goods.

Central Anti-Defamation Clearing House Pro- 
posed by Jewish Ledger, of Rochester, N. Y.— 
Just recently a young man in Philadelphia wrote 
us, in great excitement, that he had learned of 
the anti-Semitic activities of a recognized firm 
there and then proceeded to tell that as a mem- 
ber of the anti-defamation committee of his or- 
ganization, he was about to make a thorough 
investigation and bring about a cessation of that 
activity. 

True, it is splendid that this particular young 
man was willing and eager to come to the defense 
of his people and there is no question that he

was honest and well-intentioned—but, what he 
did not know was that the particular case he 
had in mind had already received the attention 
of two well-organized and recognized bodies and 
that the matter had been settled to everyone’s 
complete satisfaction. 

In othere words, because of an ignorance of 
what was really happening, this young man was 
about to stir up a situation already calmed—and 
his method of determining the facts makes us 
throw our hands up in horror—so that the whole 
thing would undobtedly have developed into an 
ugly mess, far worse than the original situation. 

Now, it is a healthy and gratifying sign that 
so many noteworthy active Jewish organizations 
are appointing committees to handle anti-Semi- 
tic matters—but, the very fact that so many are 
doing this offers a real danger. A danger of 
duplication of effort, of tramping on each other’s 
feet, of showing to a ‘hyper-critical Christian 
world that we are not crganized in this great 
fight. And we must be organized! 

Therefore, we propose the organization of a 
central committee which will not only act as a 
clearing house for these matters, but which will 
determine policy and methods.

Though trade in Fascist countries 
is greatly curtailed, they continue 
to distribute American films. Warn- 
er’s, it is said, has completely with- 
drawn from Germany. Some com- 
panies are undoubtedly conducting 
business through other _ tie-ups. 
First, they aim to protect their for- 
eign investment. Secondly, they fill 
the insistent, though sotto voce de- 
mand of the foreign public for 
American movies. A reliable 
source tells us that four major com- 
panies have notified their Italian 
employes they will close down af- 
ter Jan. 15. Others say this is mere 
bargaining conversation, for Italy 
has since eased the restrictions. 
An _ Italian journal explains: 
“Since the limited currency bud- 
get necessitates a reduction in 
American film imports, we planned 
to choose epics ... suitable to Fas- 
cist customs and morals.” Producer 
Walter Wanger, writing in ‘“Ken,” 
urges the complete cessation of 
American film business in Fascist 
countries. “Trying to make movies 
agreeable to their pattern of life 
will lose for us our best market— 

America.”
